This is in reply to your lettor of November 
25, 1958, -4n which you request our opinion as to when a certain individual ui 
becories a lecal resident of How Hanpshire undor the provisions of RSA 330-A:11, 
III (supp), which reads in part as follows: | 


"Until July 1, 1959, the board may waive examination - 
requirement . . . and may crant a certificate... to 
& person who is a legal rosident or has been principally 
employed in the state of Hew Hampshire for at loast two 
years « «. ." 


You state that. the individual in question formorly resided 4n New York State 
but has resided in Durhan, New Tanpshiire since reporting to the University 
this Fall for a position as assistant professor, 3 


The answer to your question lics in a deters 
mination of the intent of the individual concerned with regerd to where he 
intends to make his homo, Cenorally Speaking, a person becomes a legal 
resident of this State whenever ho actually tekes up hie residence hore with 
the intention of making this Stste his hone. This docs not necessarily ree 
quire that he must have a fixcd Purpose in mind to remain here for the rest 
of his life; the requirement 4a satisfied 4f the stato of his mind 4s such 
that he regards How Hanpsire as his home for the indefinite future and at 
the momont has no fixod plans to romove to another Stato, 


From tho above 4t will be seen that this ine | Ee 


dividual may woll have bocome a legal residont of New Uampshire within the 
meaning of the above statute on the vory day he noved to this State. Even 
if his intont with regard to making his hone was not such as to qualify him 
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as a legal rosident at tht time he may novertheless have become a leral 
resident at sono time subsequent theroto by acquiring the necessary in- 
tent. It is true that in somo cases a statute will require that a porson 
not only be a legal resident of the stato but that he be such for a certain 
period of tine, However, in the absence of some definite period of resi- 
denco set by tho statute thore is nothing to prevent a person from becoming 
a legal resident on the very day he moves to Now Hampshire, as explained 
above,
